Terre Hau te, Ind., Jan. 17 .—Joseph 
Roach, special prosecu tor, say s he is 
in earnest in try ing to get indictments 
and conv ictions for political and elec­ 
tion corru ption in the last two y ears. 
He say s the ev idence is at hand. The 
ex posu re is to be complete and that 
it remains for the commu nity to de­ 
cide whether it wishes to conniv e at 
the crimes abou t which so mu ch has 
been said and which has giv en the city 
a bad name. 
“I am determined to make this a 
fight to the finish,” he said.

Gives Thaw Another Setback. 


Attorney Boners! Carmod y At­

Albany, N. Y., Jan. 17.—In his annu­ 
al report to the legislature, Attorney 
General Carmody gives his views in 
support of his contention that United 
States District Court Judge Edgar A. 
Aldrich of New Hampshire is without 
legal authority to entertain the pro­ 
ceedings instituted to prevent the re­ 
turn of Harry K. Thaw to New York 
state. 
Mr. Carmody holds that the only 
question which is reviewable by Judge 
Aldrich is whether or not the extradi­ 
tion papers signed by Governor Felker 
of New Hampshire, ordering Thaw’s 
return to this state are regular and in 
leiral form.

W hatever 
casualties occurred were due to the 
collapse of the stone walis or during 
the panic-stricken rush for safety. The 
volcanic ashes cover the whole of the 
town to a depth of three feet. 
The 
town is alm ost entirely deserted, as 
the inhabitants tear a renewal of the 
earthquake. 
Indeed, the appearance 
of new craters in Sakurashima sug­ 
gests the possibility of the complete 
disintegration of the mountain, which 
might lead to another inundation of 
Kagoshima. 
The dispatch says that while the is­ 
land of Sakura has been devastated 
and all the animals burned, there is 
no reason to believe that the death 
roll exceeds 200, as most of the vil­ 
lagers had sufficient time to escape. It 
is officially announced that at Kago­ 
shima there were only ten killed and 
seventeen injured.

going No Hardships. 


Shatter, Tex., Jan. 17.— The Mexican 
federal prisoners from Ojina ¿> 
>ent 
last night here, twenty-two miles from 
the 
border 
of 
Mexico, 
on 
their 
way to E l Pa.-o. 
They left Presidio, 
to which point in Texas they fled from 
Ojinaga last Saturday night, early yes­ 
terday. 
Three more days will be re­ 
quired to march to Marfa, where trains 
will be taken for El Paso for the .in­ 
ternment camp. 
The prisoners are 
guarded by six troops of United State3 
cavalry on their 
march across the 
plains and through mountains to the 
railroad. 
There was little semblance 
of the military in the procession that 
filed across the plains. 
At the head of the procession of 
prisoners rode the six federal generals. 
Castro, Orpinel, 1.4m da, Romero and 
Aduna, and they were followed by the 
tattered 
soldiers 
of 
their defeated 
army. If the crowd ever had been an 
army, it has 110 semblance of its mil­ 
itary bearing now. 
It is a bundle of 
docile men, women and children doing 
what they are told and waiting the out­ 
come with 3toical indifference. 
Occasionally the uniform of a gor­ 
geous officer suggested the love of the 
military character of an organization, 
but the officers were rare and military 
discipline, if it had ever existed, had 
been left on the hills of Ojinaga. 
Dust arose like a mist over the first 
mile of the route, the level stretch ot 
valley that leads to rising ground. 
Through this the cavalry escort led the 
way. Out from the white adobe build­ 
ing that serves for military headquar­ 
ters, along a road with dust hob s a 
foot 
deep, 
the 
procession 
moved 
toward the hills. 
Many a backward 
glance was cast. 
In the foreground 
was the American camp and the Rio 
Grande 
valley. 
Across 
the 
river, 
peaceful in the sun, sat Ojinaga, the 
fortifications that had fallen. 
The:, 
the column drew further on and soon 
even the white walls of the houses on 
the American side merged with the 
dusty, treeless plain. 
Despite the reports of suffering, the 
women and children for the most i>art 
wandered along easily. 
Soon the pro­ 
cession mounted, by a crooked, wind­ 
ing road, into the mountains. 
The 
Mexican consulate at Marfa still has 
crepe on the door for the consul whc 
went hunting to hi3 death down in 
one of these perilous places not many 
days ago. But the line passed on safe­ 
ly. 
It went by a spot marked by a 
little pile of stones holding up a rude 
little wooden cross. 
That is the spot 
where a man had been killed. 
Many 
crossed themselves piously as they 
passed. 
“ Proberecito,” (poor fellow) 
said the women. 
Once in a while a soldier began to 
stagger. A woman would slide from a 
poor old horse and the man would ride. 
A tattered soldier, recovering from 
wounds, occasionally dropped besiue 
the road, but the procession did not 
stop. 
He was bundled into one of the 
wagons and hurried along. 
Occasion­ 
a l l y the strain of;a half Spanish, half 
savage song would break from the lips 
of one of the more buoyant spirits in 
the column, taken up by another ana 
another until it reached down the en­ 
tire line of tattered men and women 
It w 
a typical march of a typical 
Mexican army.

Robert G. Bremner. member of con­ 
gress from New Jersey, has become 
the center of interest of the medical 
world. 
Physicians and surgeons are 
waiting to see if the greatest trial 
ever made to cure cancer by means of 
radium, the most powerful and scarc­ 
est known element, is successful. 
Representative Bremner, in whose 
case President Wilson and many, close 
associates in Washington official life 
are interested, has suffered for sev­ 
eral years from a malignant cancer In 
tiie left shoulder. 
Operations have 
failed to check the insidious disease, 
and recently Mr. Bremner was forced 
to carry his affected arm in a sling. 
The cancer had made its way over the 
shoulder until it almost met under the 
arm.

In a last desperate attempt to save 
Iris life and establish the exact status 
of radium in the treatment of such a 
serious case the congressman submit­ 
ted to treatment by Dr. Howard A. 
Kelly 
of 
Baltimore. 
One 
hundred 
thousand dollars’ 
worth 
of 
radium 
was placed in tlie growth in Mr. Brom- 
ner’s shoulder by Dr. Kelly and was 
left there long enough to send its radio­ 
active properties in a cross fire through 
the cancerous growth. 
The operation 
was repeated the following day. 
Dr. 
Kelly put the radium In eleven tubes, 
coated with rubber, and these tubes, 
each about two and a half inches long 
and about one-third of an inch in di­ 
ameter. were planted in as many in­ 
cisions made in the cancer on Mr. 
Bremner’s shoulder. 
It will be five or 
six weeks before the result is kuown. 
In order that cancer victims’ hopes 
may not be raised higher than actual 
results warrant. Dr. Kelly has an­ 
nounced that radium is not a specific 
cure for cancer and that it is effective 
only when there is no wide dissemina­ 
tion of the disease. 


V erd ict Remain s In Ab eyan ce. 
While about n dozen reports of re­ 
markable “ cures” of cancer by the use 
of the metal have been made by physi­ 
cians and surgeons of repute in the 
last six years or so, medical men still 
hesitate to assert without reserve that 
an infallible means of combating the 
divea.se has been found except perhaps 
ir the superficial type of cancer. 
Nevertheless sorne remarkable cases 
have been reported. 
The New York American quotes Dr. 
Abraham Jacobi, eighty-three years old 
ami a renowned specialist, as follows: 
“ About seven years ago epithelioma, 
or cancer of the skin, appeared on the 
left side of my nose. 
It pained me 
greatly. 
I was on the point of having 
It removed bv a surgeon w hen I decid­ 
ed to try radium, then in its first blush 
of heralded success. 
"Three applications were made, one 
of three minutes, one of four minutes 
and one of seven. 
A short time after 
the final 
treatment I 
\vas entirely 
cured.” 


T h e Go vern men t In terested . 
Should the treatment cure Mr. Brem- 
ner action may be taken by congress 
looKIng to the preservation of pitch­ 
blende beds of Colorado, from which 
the radium producing ore is obtained. 
At present the ore is found in Colo­ 
rado. 
Dr. Kelly, with others, has ob­ 
tained much of the land, and there 
are experiments going on in which 
the bureau of mines is lending its aid. 
The bureau will take charge of the 
extraction of radium from the ore and 
will begin work in a few months in 
Denver in a new laboratory which is 
being built with money furnished by 
the National Radium institute. 
All the expenses of running the plant 
tre to be paid by the Radium insti 
lute. 
Under tlie agreement with the 
»ureau of mines, the institute is to 
»end all the extracted radium to the 
Memorial hospital in New 
York and 


B f . Kelly’s hospital in Baltimore, to be 
nsed in the treatment of earner eases 
The Kadintn institute philanthropists 
have agreed '»u their part to give free 
applications or the radium to all can­ 
cer applicants. 
None of the radium is 
to be sold.
